HIAP IN ACTION

Since 2010 the HiAP Task force has:

» Coordinated the formation of the California Farm-
to-Fork Office, which connects thousands of local
farmers to buyers and helps provide local, healthy
food to over 2,900 schools and 1.8 million children

» Increased the ability to walk, bike, or use public
transit in hundreds of communities by incorporating
health and equity goals into Caltrans planning, and
promoting a financial benefit program for state
employees who commute by bicycle

» Developed guidelines with the Department of Gen-
eral Services and Department of Corrections and
Rehabilitation that improved the nutritional value of
meals served in facilities across the state

»  Published a Guide for State and Local Governments,
which has been used as text in university courses,
and has served as a model for several county, state,
and national governments

» Increased park access, recreation opportunities,
tree canopy, and open space in underserved commu-
nities through innovative, collaborative policies and
programs such as the Active Parks, Healthy People
Pilot Program

SPOTLIGHT: HIAP AND CCORE
ADVANCE RACIAL EQUITY
In 2018 HiAP, in partnership with Race Forward
and the Public Health Institute, launched the
Government Alliance on Race and Equity (GARE)
Capitol Cohort the first state-level initiative of its
kind. The program has evolved into the Capitol
Collaborative on Race & Equity (CCORE), most
recently convening the 2020-2021 Learning
Cohort, guiding more than 200 employees from
State government to identify priority policies and
develop action plans to advance racial equity.

In 2020 and 2021 HiAP, in partnership
with the Othering & Belonging Institute at UC,
Berkeley, provided a process for stakeholders
across California to share priorities and barri-
ers to advancing public health and racial equity.
Stakeholder input informed the development of
goals focused on addressing structural barriers
to health and equity to guide HiAP Task Force
initiatives in 2022.
